They were bniicd by 
the falling in of the barracks on the sniiace 
where they bad been placed in positio j for 
monuting the parapet in case of an ass mit 
A tierce nombardment hes been kept no all 
day on Sumter >rom the monitors and land 
b-atteriei. Up to three o’clock this evenini^ 
no further casualties have occurred. Ovw 
1,213 sho's were fired In 24 bonra. 

Chart Ncn. 1. — The bomb.'rdment of 
Fort SUiUter continued witbont intermission 
loit ni?ht and to-day. This ever’ng the sdo's 
averaeed four per minute. The firing bar 
b'-en irom two monitors, two heavy ana two 
light rifled gans at Fort Gregg, four 10 inch 
mortars at the middle battery, and fonr irfied 
gans at Wagner. On Saturday they fired fonr 
hundred and forty-threa ahoic— e*<?hty-six 
from the monitors and three bandit and 
filiy-aeven from mortars. Mortar fuses are 
cut so u3 to explode the shell in a second or 
two aUcr the report. 

On Saturday night seventy rifled shots were 
fired and thirty-three morlar shells.
